LOUISIANA. 

Louifiana,  a large  country  of  North 
America,  hounded  on  the  E.  by  the 
Midi  (lip  pi,  oil  the  S-by  the  gulf  of  Mex- 
ico, on  the  W.  by  New  Mexico,  and 
running  indefinitely  N.  It  is  agreeably 
fititeted  between  the  extremes  of  heat  lx 
told;  its  climate  varying  as  it  extends 
toward  the  N.  Tiie  timber  is  as  line  as 
any  in  the  world  ; and  the  quantities  of 
oal',  afli,  mulberry,  walnut,  cherry,  cy- 
prefs,  and  coder,  are  adonilhlng.  The 
neighbburhood  of  the  Miiliflippi,  belides 
tin nifl its  the  riclied  fruits  in  great  vari- 
ety. The  foil  is  particularly  adapted  for 
hertip, flax,  and  tobacco;  and  indigo  is  a 
daple  commodity,  which  commonly 
yields  the  planter  three  or  four  cutting;s 
a year.  It  is  interfered  by  a number 
of  fine  rivers,  among  which  are  the 
Natchitoches,  and  the  Adayes,  or  Mex 
icano.  This  country  was  difeovered  h 
Ferdinand  de  Soto,  in  1541  ; traverfi 
by  M.  de  lat  Sallee,  in  1682  ; and  let- 
tied  by  Lewis  XIV,  in  the  beginning- of 
this  century.  In  1763,  it  was  ceded  to 
Spain. 

I he  ifland  of  New-Oi  leans  is  in  length 
about  150  miles;  its  breadth  varies 
from  10  to  30  miles.  Molt  of  it  is  a 
m a ill)  y fwamp,  periodically  inundated 
by  the  river.  I he  town  of  New  Orleans, 
lituate  about  105  miles  from  the  mouth 
ot  the  river,  contains  near  1300  houles, 
•uid  about  8006  inhabitans,  chiefly  Spa- 
nilh  and  French.  It  is  defended  from 
the  ovei flowings  ot  the  river,  by  an  em- 
bankment, or  levee,  which  extends  ne 
ly  50  miles. 

Of  the  town  of  New-Orlcans  the  fol- 
lowing delcription  is  given  in  Morle 


to  be  carried  on  between  this  country  St 
China,  or  the  Eaft  Indies.  But  the  li- 
mits of  our  empire  do  not  end  here — 
We  may  rightfully  lay  claim  to  feveral 
newly  difeovered  i Hands  in  the  Pacific 
Ocean.  A navigator  from  New-York, 
a few  years  ago,  fell  in  with  feveral 
beautiful  iiles,  whereon  were  no  inha- 
bitants ; — be  vilited  them  and  named 
them.  And  as  there  are  no  human  be- 
in  s upon  them,  our  government  may 
rightfully  claim  them  and  annex  them  to 
the  continental  pofTellions.  A duller  of 
fertile  iflands,  lying  half  way  between 
the  two  continents  of  America  and 
Alia,  may  affird  us  in  procels  of  time 
many  conveniencies,  in  a political  and 
commercial  point  of  view.

Ncw-Orleans,  the  metropolis  of  Lou- 
fiana,  was  regularly  laid  out  by  tb- 
Frcncb  in  the  year  1720  oil  the  ealt 
hdc  of  the  river  Mifliffippi,  in  lat.  30  2 
n.  and  long.  89  53  W.  18  miles  from 
Detour  des  Anglois,  or  Engiilh  Turn, 
and  105  miles  from  the  Balize  at  the 
mouth  of  the  river.  All  the  llreets  arr 
perfectly  ftruight,  but  too  narrow,  and 
rrofs  each  other  at  right  angles.  There 
were,  in  1778,  1000  lioufes  in  this  town 
generally  built  with  timber  frames,  rail- 
ed about  eight  feet  from  the  ground, 
with  large  galleries  round  them, ^nd  the 
tellers  under  the  floors  level  w 
ground;  any  lubterraneous  b 
would  be  conllantly  full  of  water, 
ol  the  houfes  have  gardens  In  IV 
' 1788,  this  town,  by  a lire,  was  reduced 
to  200  lioufes.  It  has  fince  been  re-: 
built.  The  fiJe  next  the  river  is  open, 
uid  is  fccorcd  from  inundations  of  the 
Ever,  by  a railed  bank,  generally  called 
the  levee,  which  extends  from  the  F.n- 
U'fl'  1 nrn,  to  the  upper  fetriements  of 
the  Germans,  a diftance  of  more  than 
50  miles,  with  a good  road  all  the  way. 
There  is  reafon  to  believe  that  in  a fhort 
time,  Ncw-Orleans  may  become  a great 
and  opulent  city,  if  we  confider  the  ad- 
vantages of  its  fituation,  but  a few 
leagues  from  the  fea,  on  a noble  river, 
id  the  moll  fertile  country,  under  a mod 
delightful  and  wholefome  climate,  with- 
in two  weeks  lail  of  Mexico,  and  Hill 
nearer  the  French,  Spanifh  and  Britilh 
W eft-India  iflands,  with  a moral  cer- 
tainty of  its  becoming  a general  recep- 
tacle for  the  produce  of  that  extenlive 
and  valuable  country  on  the  Mifliffippi, 
Ohio,  and  its  other  brandies;  all  which 
are  much  more  than  fufficient  to  enfure 
the  future  wealth,  power,  and  profperity 
of  this  city.  The  vrflels  which  lad  up 
the  Millifliippi,  haul  clofe  along  fidoLtke 
hank  next  to  Ncw-Orleans,  to 
they  make  fall,  and  take  in  ordifch*e

The  greateft  plenty  of  ex- 
cellent Gilt  are  eafily  caught  here  of  dif- 
ferent kinds,  but  we  law  no  turtle, 

Sharks  were  very-  numerous,  and  fo  rave- 
nous as  to  dart  at  the  boats  rudder  and 
oars,  find  bite  them  with  great  greedi 
nels.  VVe  law  a number  of  birds  of 
different  kinds  or  fpecies,  fome  of  which 
had  plumage  extremely  beautiful,  parti- 
cularly one  kind  about  the  llze  of  the  A 
meric  ail  robbin,  its  bread  and  under  part 
of  its  body  was  fcarlet,  its  back  and 
wings  a bright  green,  yellow  beak,  and 
Mack  tail.  1 here  appeared  to  be  a re- 
gular current  letting  in  and  out  of  the 
bay,  which  was  caufed  by  the  ebbing 
and  flowing  of  the  tide.  We  faw 
figns  of  any  rivulets  or  brooks  of  frelh, 
water.  . The  land  near  the  fea  fide  was 
low  and  landy,  but  the  interior  had  evert 
appearance  ef  a rich  and  luxuriant  foil. 
We  called  the  northernmoft  of  thefe  il- 
lands,  Fanning’s  ifland  ; the  fouthern- 
•noft,  Briiitnal’s  ifland;  and  the  eaftern 
mod,  William’s  ifland.  Thefe  iflands 
wfr*  about  three  or  four  -leagues  in 
length,  and  two  or  three  in  breadth,  hut 
there  were  feveral  fmall  iflands  layk 
their  vicinity. 

Having  fupplied  ourfelves  wit 
cocoanuts,  &c.  at  6,  P.  M.  we  _ 
above  iflands,  and  fleered  to  the  N.  W. 

1 uefday,  12th,  at  1 1,  A.  M.  difeovered 
land,  bearing  W.  N.W.  about  5 leagues 
Riftant ; at  meridian  it  bore  W.  by  N. 
diftant  4 leagues,  and  proved  to  be  a fin- 
le  ifland,  which  from  its  verdant  anu 
beautiful  appearance,  we  named  Wafli- 
ington’s  ifland,  after  Prefident  Wafli- 
ington.  Walliington’s  ifland  lies  in  lat.

Its  form  is  circular — there  is  a fine  land 
bank  off  the  well  fide  of  it  which  ex 
tends  1 1-2  miles  into  the  fea;  there  ap- 
peared to  be  good  clear  anchorage  on 
this  bank,  at  the  diftance  of  about  one 
mile  from  the  fliore»  This  ifland  is  a- 
bout  5 leagues  in  circumference,  and  has 
a fine  white  beach  to  land  on  ; the  land 
being  higher  than  Fanning’s  ifland,  it  is 
prefumed  frelh  water  might  be  procured 
here.  There  was  a great  number  of  dif- 
I^rent  kinds  of  filb  round  the  fhip  as  we 
pa{fed  the  ifland,  of  which  we  caugdit 
many  fine  ones,  much  refembling  in  Ihapc 
the  king  filb,  caught  in  the  Well-Indies.

Lord  Seafortb,  dated  Centaur , Cour- 
land  Bay,  Tobago,  July  3,  1803. 

I have  again  the  faiisfadion 
dreffing  tnyielf  to  you,  and  to  annlWhcQ 
to  you  the  funrnder  ot  this  ifland  by  ca- 
pitulation, with  no  lofs  on  our  fide  j and 
very  little  on  that  of  the  French. 

Iir mediately  on  our  landing  on  the 
oOth  June,  the  two  leading  columns 
pulhed  into  Mount  Grace-  m fight  and 
within  little  more  than  two  miles  of 
' nrt  Scarborough-;  the  fummons  was 
then  fent  to  th*  French  general,  who  re- 
turned anfwer  by  offer  of  capitulation. 

I lie  terms  were  finally  fettled  about  four 
in  the  morning  of  the  1ft,  and  at  eleven 
we  took  poffeffion  of  Fort  Scarborough, 
and  the  French,  confining,  bailors  and  all 
of  228,  laid  down  their  arms.
